According to a later report (fF) the GNASCHWETZ Plant was 
severely damaged by an explosion in September 1949, The pro- 
duction of explosives therefae amounted to only 6.4 tons for 
the period from 10 to 20 September, compared with 280 tons 
during the sane period in 4ucust. The safety fuze department 
was not damaged in this disaster and therefore continued the 
former rate of production. 
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
